event. With the fall of Santiago in sight, news of the fall of Manila is hourly 
expected. It is the confident expectation of the president and his advisers that 
within a few hours at most the American flag will be flying over Santiago. ' 

It would surprise none of them if the contlusion of the truce now on 
would, of itself, bring surrender, for the Spanish commander must see 
that he cannot hope to do more than secure a short delay at the sacrifice 

of thousands of lives entrusted to his keeping. 


With the conditions as they are everybody is asking: 

“Is the end in sight?’ 

The poggibility of Spain suing for Peace has never been so generally discussed 
in Washington as today. The president Is known to have expressed to members 
of the cabinet the belief that these events will bring that result. As a member 
of the cabinet who had talked with him expressed it to me: 

“Never in her history was Spain in so good position to make an honorable suit 
for peace as she is today. She has made a gallant fight against odds which she 
must have known would eventually overwhelm her. There is no disgrace in her 
defeat, and under such circumstances she can certainly afford to make the nec- 
essary overtures. It would | be criminal on the part of those in power to refuse 
now to take the steps which will give their people an honorable peace. 


“we,” he continued, “could well afford to be liberal and magnanimous in our 


treaty stipulations with so gallant a foe.” 
While the cabinet officer quoted would not Bay that this is the president's 
idea, he evidently des!red to create the impression that it was without saying so. 
There is almost universal satisfaction expressed at the fact that Cer- 
vera was not killed, but is a prisoner of war instead. The Spanish ad- 
miral won the people by his treatment of Hobson, and they ee have 


deeply regretted his death. , 
The fact that he failed in the last bold attempt to save his fleet does not detract 


from the admiration felt for him as a brave sea fighter. 
‘Re-enforcements are to be hurried to Shafter in accordance with yesterday‘s 


arrangements. 
Watson Will Be Sent to Spain. 


Waltson’s eastern squadron is to be at once detached from Sampson’s fleet, and 


@s quickly as preparations can be completed will be sent to fulfill its mission on 


the coast of Spain. 
Unless Spain takes the initiative in peace negotiations at once, the war is to be 


carried home to her shores. The events of the past two days have tended to ac- 


celerate the movements which mean pushing the war to a speedy conclusion. 
There were many external evidences of the enthusiasm that filled every heart. 
In the senate. in accordance with the proprieties of the general holiday, Senator 


Turpie read the declaration of independence. In the midst of the reading a copy 


of Sampson's message reached the senate. The Indiana senator at vuuce suspend- 
ed while the good news was read from the clerk’s desk. Every senator and the 
crowded galleries joined in prolonged applause. Contrary to th e rules, the pre- 
siding officer made no effort to restrict the evidences of enthusiasm. 

When Sampson's report was read at the navy department the large crowd in 
the offices, the halls and on the outside went wild with its cheering and yelling, 
and as the news spread, the enthusiasm increased. 

Throughout the day the white house was naturally tthe focal point of the en- 
 thustasm and stirring activity which marked official Washington. It was the 
busiest day the president has had since the war began. Conference followed con- 
ference with the heads of the military and naval departments, ‘high officers of 
the service came and went in a constant and steady stream, and as each hour 


brought its added lustre to the American arms, the crowd of officials increased. 


. President Is Kept Busy. 


The president had not a moment’s respite. Telegrams came and went without 


cessation, and the historic old mansion presented a scehe such as has not been 
paralleled since the momentous hogrs of the civil war. . 

The story of the day is best told in the series of official dispatcnes, each beare 
ing date of July 4th, from Sampson and Shafter, and from Dewey. Stirring as 
they all are, that of Sampson was accorded the honor of chief importance, not 
cnly for the immediate results secured, but also from the effects of this crushing 
defeat in weakening the defenses of the city of Santiago, and in dealing Spain such 
@ staggcring blow that she is left practically without a navy. 

Although brief, Admtral Sampson's dispatch tells the story of fearful destruc- 
tion. It not only disclosed the tremendous prowess of the American fleet, but is 


also displayed tthe strange immunity which the American sailor seems to have in 


the midst of death and carnage. 

That but one of our sailors, a yeoman on the Brooklyn, should have 
been killed in an engagement of this magnitude, is without a paraliel in 
naval annals, save in that other unparalleled record which Dewey maie 


at Manila. 
With the Spanish fleet destroyed, the way is partly clearea for the advance 


of the American squadron into the harbor of Santiago. If Cervera’s armored 


cruisers could cross the mine ffeld and clear the Merrimac at the entrance of the 


harbor, the American ships can follow the same course.

Shafter Sends Message. 


General Shafter’s strong position was shown in a series of dispatches. Most 


convincing of all ag to his feeling of confidence and strength was that dispatch 
given out late in the day, in which General Shafter gives the text of his demand 


for the surrender of the city on pain of bombardment. The dispatch, as General 


Shafter sends it to the war department, is as follows: 


“Playa Del Este, July 4.—Hon. R. A. Alger, Secretary of War, Washington. 
Headquarters Fifth Army Corps, July 3.—The following ‘s my demand for the sur- 
render of the city of Santiago: 

‘Headquarters United States Forces, near San Juan River, Cuba, July 3, 
1898, 8:30 a. m.+To the commanding General of the Spanish Forces, Santiago de 
Cuba. Sir: I shall be obliged, unless you surrender, to shell Santiago de Cuba. 
Please inform the citizens of fore’'gn countries and all women and children that 
they should leave the city before 10 o'clock tomorrow morning. Very respectful- 
ly, your obedient servant, W. R. SHAFTER, 

‘**Major General United States Army.’ 

“Following is the Spanish reply, which Colonel Dorst has jist’ returned at 
6:30 o’clock p, m.: ; aed \ 

“ ‘Santiago de Cuba, 2 p. m., July 3, 1898.—His Fxcellency, the General Com- 
manding Forces of United States, San Juem River. . Gir: I hawe the honor to re- 
ply to your communication of today, written at 8:30 a. m. and received at 1 p. m., 
demanding the surrender of this city, an the contrary case announting to me that 
you will bombard this city and that I advise the foreign women and children that 
they must Jeave the city before 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. It is my duty to 
say to you that this city will not surrender; that I will inform the foreign con- 
suls and inhab- tants of the contents of your message. Very respectfully, 

““JOSE TORAL, Commander in Chief, Fourth Corps.’ 

“The British, Portuguese, Chinese and Norwegian consuls have ¢ome to the 
line with Colonel Dorst. They ask if non-cOmbatants can occupy the town of 
Caney and railroad points and ask until 10 o’cilock of the Sth instant before the 
city is fired on. They claim that there are between 15,000 and 20,000 people~many 
of them old—who will leave. 

“They ask if I can supply them with fcod, which I cannot do for want of 
transportation to Caney, which is fifteen miles from my landipg. The following 
is my reply: 

‘‘ ‘The Commanding General Spanish Forces Santiago de Cuba—Sir: In con- 
sideration of the request of consuls and officers in your city for délay in carrying 
out my intention to fire on the city and in the interest of the pocr women and 
children who will suffer very greatly by their enforced departure, therefore, I have 
the honor to announce that I will delay such action solely in their interest until 
noon of the 5th, providing during the interval your forces make no demonstra- 
tion whatever upon those of my own. I am, with great respect, your obedient ser- 
vant. W. R. SHAFTER, Major General, United States Volunteers.’ ” 


Shafter Is Confident. 


General Shafter’s other dispatches breathe the same air of confidence and 
determination as shown in his demand on the Spanish commander. The first one 
made public during the day stated that his lines completely surrounded the bay 
from the north to San Juan river on the south, leaving the city thus enveloped 


by a stretch of water on one side and a stretch of frowning American guns

In another dispatch General Shafter states that his demand for the surrender 


ef Santiago ts still being considered by the Spanish authorities, which indicates 


that the refusal of the Spanish commander to capitulate was not final. In any 
event 12 o'clock Tuesday marks the limit of Shafter’s concession and if Santiago 
has not capitulated at that hour the great siege guns now brought to the front 


and in position, backed by the batteries of lighter field pieces, will begin their work 


of destruction. has |

The one addressed to the war department reads: 

“Playa, 9:30 a. m., July 4.—Headquarters Fifth Army Corps, Near Safitiago.— 
When the news of the disaster to the Spanieh fleet reached the front, which was 
during the truce, the regimental band, which had managed to keep its instru- 
ments on the line, played the ‘Star Spangled Banner’ and ‘There'll Be a Hot 
Time in the Old Town Tonight.’ Men cheering from one end of the line to the 
other. Officers and men without even shelter tents have been soaking for five 
days in the afternoon rains, but all are happy. SHAFTER.” 


Shafter Corresponds with Miles. 


The telegram to Genera! Miles is as follows: 


“Playa del Este, July 3.—Headquarte rs Fifth Army Corps: Killed a Spanish gen- 
eral in affair at Caney and a large number of officers and men, who are-still 
unburied, General Linares’s arm broken. My demand for surrender of Santiago 
still being considered by the Spanish au thorities. Pando has arrived near break in 
railroad with his advance. I think he will be stopped.” 

The following telegram eame from Assistant Adjutant General Wagner at the 


éame piace and time: 


“Pando six miles north with 5,000. Garcia opposes with 3,000. 
Lawfon can support Garcia and prevent junction.” 

Genera! Miles sent the following dispatch to General Shafter before the news of 
the destruction of the fleet: 

“Headquarters of the Army, Washington. D. C., July 3, 1898.—General Shafter, 
Playa del Este, Cuba: Accept my hearty congratulations. on the record made of 
magnificent fortitude, gallantry and sacrifice displayed in the desperate fighting of 
the troops before Santiago. I realize the hardships, difficuities and sufferings and 
am proud that amid those terrible scenes the troops illustrated such fearless and 
patriotic devotion to the welfare of our common country and flag. Whatever the 
results to follow their unsurpassed deeds of valor the past is already a gratifying 
chapter of history. I expect to be with you within one week with strong re-en- 
forcements. MILES, Major General Commanding.” 


General Shafter’s rep!y is as follows: 

“Playa, July 4, 1898.—Major General Nelson A. Miles, Commanding the Army of 
the United States; Washington. Headquartera Fifth Army Corps, Near Santiago, 
July 3: I thank you in the name of the gallant men I have the honor to command 
for splendid tribute of praise which you have accorded them. They bore themselves 
as American soldiers always have. Your telegram wi!l be published at the head of 
the regiment in the morning. I teel that I am master of the situation and can hold 
the enemy for any length of time. I am delighted to know that you are coming 
that you may see for yourself the obstacles which this army had to overcome. My 


only regret ils the greut number of gallant souls who have given their lives for our 
country's cause, SHAFTER.” 


‘No Need for Re-enforcements. 


The pressing need of re-enforcing Shafter is no longer felt now that the Span- 


ish fleet is out of the way. A considerable number of men, however, are already on 


the way and others will follow. 
The changed naval situation will bring no abatement in the activity 
of the authorities here in carrying the war directly home to Spain. 


There is renewed determination to get Commodore Watson’s eastern squadron 
away at the earliest moment, for the double purpose of striking a blow at the 
coast towns of Spain and of pursuing Admiral Camara’s fleet, which has halted at 


the entrance of the Suez canal. Secretary Long made the official statement today 
that the fleet would sail at the earliest possible moment, and although he did not 
go into details as to its purpose, it is well understood that it will devote its at- 
tention to the Spanish coast and to Camara. The destruction of the Spanish fleet 
at Santiago ‘relieves Admiral Sampson from surveillance of this squadron and he 
can readily spare the ships intended for the raid on the Spanish coast. 

It has been Acting Admiral Sampson for some time, but that it will be Admi- 
ral Sampson in fact as well as in name js the prevailing feeling in naval cir- 
cles as a result of the victory achieved by vhe American admiral. Shortly after 
the war broke out Captain Sampson ws made acting admiral in order to give 
him a rank fitting his ‘high command, although his actual naval rank remains as 
captain. By a singular coincidence his rank was advanced today to that of com- 
modore, owing to the retirement of Admiral Kirkland. 

In the event of his now being made an admiral, it would advance him over the 
ten commodores making up the list of that grade and would place him just below 
that very famous hero of the war, Admiral Dewey. 

It is of dcurse purely conjectural thus far, but it is a conjecture which receives 


such common acceptance in naval quarters thtat it Is most likely to be realized. 
May Secure Hobson’s Releas:. 


The release of Hobson and other heroes of the Merrimac is likely to be another 
result of the events transpiring today. It may now come about either by the sur- 


render of the city, which would include the surrender of Hobson and other Amer- 
ican prisoners im the city, or else by the exchange of Hobson for Admiral! Cervera 
or some other high ranking naval official. Until today the possibility of exchang- 
ing Hobson was slight, as this government had no Spanish prisoners of high 
rank to offer in his piace. Now, however, they ‘have one of the foremost adm'rals 
of Spain and over 1,300 naval prisoners, many officers of distinguished ramk. To 
exchange a Spanish admiral for an American naval constructor might seem 
strange under ordinary circumstances, but it would be done without amy begrudg- 


ing by the authorities here and would be particularly appropriate, in view of the 
action of Cervera at the time Hobson surrendered to him.

ADMIT LOSS OF TWO TORPEDO BOATS 


The Information Given to the Public 
About the Battle Is Calculated 
To Keep the War Spirit 
Moving Right Along 
in Spain. 


Madrid, July 4, 10 p. m.—Thunderstorms, 
very heavy and causing fatalities, have 
partially interrupted telegraph communica- 
tion and only meager news is published. 

There are great rejoicings over Ad- 
miral Cervera’s quitting the harbor of 
Santiago, but there is an under current 
of great anxiety as to his fate. 

It is considered preferable that he should 
even succumb to Admiral Sampson’s su- 
perior forces than remain to be sunk by 
General Shafter’s artillery. 

General Blanco cables as follows: 

“No details have been received as 
to the naval fight, but it is rumored 
that Admiral Cervera reached a port of 
southern Cuba.” 

It is officially announced that the last 
vessels of Admiral Camara’s squadron 
have passed the Suez canal. 

An official dispatch from Santiago de 
Cuba says:

Running Fight for Miles. 


The Americans saw him the moment he left the harbor, and commenced their 
work of destruction immediately. For an hour or two they followed the flying 
Spaniards to the westward along the shore line, sending shot after shot into their 
blazing hulls, tearing great holes in their steel sides and covering their decks with 
the blood of the killed and wounded. : j 

At no time did the Spaniards show any indication that they intended 
to do otherwise than fight to the last. They showed no signals to sur- 
render even when their ships commenced to sink, and the great clouds 
of smoke pouring from their sides showed they were on fire. 


But they turned their vessels toward the shore, less than a mile away and ran 
them on the beach and rocks, where their destruction was soon completed. The 
officers and men on board then escaped to the shore as well as they could with 
the assistance of boats sent from the American men of war and threw them- 
selves upon the mercy of “heir captors, who not only extended to them the gra- 
cious hand of American chivalry, but sent them a guard to protect from the mur- 
derous bands of Cuban soldiers hiding in the bush on the hillside eager to rush 
down and attack the unarmed, defeated, but valorous foe. One after another the 
Spanish ships became the victims of the awful rain of shells which the American 
battleships, crulsers and gunboats poured upon them, and two hours after the 
first of tthe fleet had started out of Santiago harbor thetr cruisers and two torpedo 
boat destroyers were lying on shore ten to fifteen miles west of Morro castle, 
pounding to pieces, smoke and flame pouring from every part of them and covering 
the entire coast line with a mist which could ww seen for miles. 

Showers of Broken Iron and Steel. 

Heavy explosions of ammunition occurred every few minutes, sending curls of 
dense white smoke a hundred feet in the air, and causing a srower of broken iron 
and steel to fall in the watcr on every side. 

The bluffs on the coast line echoed with the roar of every explosion, and the 
Spanish vessels sank deeper and deeper into «he sands, or else the rocks ground 
their hulls to pieces as they rolled or pitched forward or sideways with every 


wave that was heaped upon them from the opcn sea. 


Admiral Cervera escaped to the shore in a boat sent by the Gloucester to tthe 
y 


assistance of Infanta Maria Teresa, and as soon as he tcuched the beach he sur- 
rendered himseif and his command to Lieutenant Morton and asked to be taken 
on board the Gloucester, which was the only American vessel near him at the 
time with several of his officers, including the captain of the flagship. The Span- 
ish admiral, who was wounded in the arm, was taken to the Gloucester, and was 


received at the gangway by her commander, Lievittenant Commander Richard 


‘Wainwright, who grasped the hand of the gray-bearded admiral and said to him: 
“I congratulate you, sir, upon having made as gallant a fight as was 
ever witnessed on the sea.”’ 
Lieutenant Commander Wainwright then placed his cabin at the disposal of 


the Spanish officer. 

At that time the Spanish flagship and four other Spanish vessels had been 
aground and burning for two hours and the only one of the escaping fleet which 
could not be seen at this point was the Cristobal Colon. But half a dozen curls 


of smoke far down on the western horizon showed the fate that was awaiting 


her. 
The Cristobal Colon was the fastest of the Spanish ships and she s600on 


obtained a lead over the others after leaving the harbor and escaped the effect 
of shots which destroyed the other vessels. She steamed away at great speed 
with the Oregon, New York, Brooklyn and several other ships in pursuit, all of 
them firing at her constantly and receiving fire themselves from her after guns. 
There was no possibility whatever for her escape, and while her fate is not defi- 
nitely known at this hour, it can be readily imagined from the words of Cap- 
tain. Evans, of the Iowa, who returned from the westward with 340 prisoners from 
the ‘Vizcaya just as the Associated Press dispatch boat was leaving the Span- 


ish flag. In answer to an inquiry he shouted through the megaphone: 

“T left the Cristobal Colon far to the westward an hour ago and the 
Oregon was giving her hell. She has undoubtedly gone down with the 
others and we will have a 4th of July celebration in Santiago tomor- 


row.’’ 


Captain Evans, who had been in the thick of the engagement up to the time 
he took the Vizcaya’s officers and crew from the shore, said that to the best 
of his knowledge not one American ship had been struck. 

The torpedo boat Ericsson, which also retirned from the westward at about 
the same time, made a similar report, saying it was believed no man was injured 
on board the American ships, though another report had it that one man was 
killed on board the Brooklyn, which could not be verified as this dispatch was 


sent. 

There is no means of telling now what the Spanish loss was, but it is be- 
lieved to have been very heavy, as the prisoners in custody report their decks 
strewn with dead and wounded in great numbers, and besides there is a state- 
ment.that many bodies could be seen fastened to piece of wreckage floating in 
the sea after the fight was over. A large number of the Spanish wounded were 
rem.oved to the American ships. 

There can be no doubt that Admiral Cervera’s plan to escape from Santiago 
harbor was entirely unexpected’ by Admiral Sampson, and the best evidence of 
this is the faét that when the Spanish vessels were seen coming out of the har- 
bor the flagship New York was seven miles away steaming to the eastward to- 
ward Juragua, the military base, niné miles east of Morro. 

The New York was out of the fight altogether at every stage, but she imme- 
diately put about and followed the others, 

The most dramatic feature of the battle was the contest between the torpedo 
boat destroyers and the Gloucester. The latter was struck several times and is 
the only American vessel reported damaged. At the first the Gloucester fired 
upon them with her six-pounders, but they ran past her and engaged the battle- 
ships. Finding the fire too hot, they turned and attacked the Gioucester again 
until both destroyers were afire and had to be beached. Their crews threw 
themselves into the surf to save their lives. Just before this the New York came 
up and assisted in giving the finishing blow to the destroyers. There was expli- 
sion after explosion from the beached vessels. It was at first reported that Admi- 
ral Cervera was dead, but this was afterwards denied. 

The Spanish, when they found they would be permitted to live, adapted them- 
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selves qeaubarately to the situation, rolled their cigarettes and began playing 
cards among themselves. 

The New York was out of the fight altogether at every stage, but she imme- 
diately put about and followed the other vessels in the race to the westward and 
overtook them in time to join in the chase for the Cristobal Colon, after the other 
Spanish vessels had been destroyed by the Brooklym, the Oregon, Iowa, Massachu- 
setts, Indiana, Texas, Gloucester and other ships of the fleet. , 

Commodore S¢ehley’s flagship, the Brooklyn, had her usual position at the ex- 
treme western end of the line, ten miles from the New York and Texas. It is a 
peculiar fact that he should have been in proper position to direct the movements 
of this fying squadron aga‘nst the Spanish fleet, which he had bottled up in San- 
tiago harbor six, weeks before. 

As a matter of fact, the entire American fleet was much further off shore 
than usual when the Spaniards made their appearance this morning. 

It was not believed that Admiral Cervera would attempt to escape from his 
perilous position at this late day, but it was supposed that he would keep his 
ships in the harbor to shell the advancing American army, and that if Santiago 
fell, he would blow up or sink them before permitting them to be captured by the 
fleet lying outsife. 

The ‘wenish admi!ral’s real plans, however, were plainly not anticipated. He 
accepted the one chance open to him—that of running the gantlet of the powerful 
men-of-war lying in front of the harbor and saving his ships for future service by 


dashing out of the trap in which he found himself, and going to some other 


field of operations. 


350 SPANISH SEAMEN WERE KILLED 


OR DROWNED: BY SAMPSON’S SQUADRON 


Washington, July 4-—Ait 11:25 o'clock tonight the navy department posted 
the appended translation of qa cipher cablegram received from Commodore Wat- 
son. It is similar to that received today from Admiral Sampson, but contains 
the additional information that 360 Spanish soldiers were killed or drowned, 160 


wounded and 1,600 captured. Commodore Watson's dispatch follows:

Four Persons Are Killed Outright and 
Many Are E.urt. 

Shelby, O., July 4.—A bridge crossing the 
Mohican river here fell this afternoon with 
1,000 people. Four were killed outright and 
a hundred injured, some of them seri- 
ously. 

A public wedding was being celebrated 
on the bridge as one of the features of 
the celebration. Just as the ceremony had 
been completed the bridge went down with 
a crash, precipitating the people a distance 
of eighteen feet. Those who were killed 
outright were:

the wounded. Many persons suffered from 
broken legs and arms, but very few, if any, 
of the injured are likely to die. 


ARTILLERY GOES TO SHAFTER. 


Expedition Leaves Tampa with 4,000 
Men for Santiago. 

Washington, July 4—Upwards of 4,000 men 
are now on their way to re-enforce General 
Shafter in his operations in Santiago pro- 
vince. 

A most important contingent is six bat- 
teries of light artillery, consisting of twen- 
ty-four officers and 628 men, which left 
Tampa yesterday. They were made up of 
two companies each from the Third, Fourth 
and Fifth artillery regiments. On June 30th 
the First Illinois regiment, of forty-six 
officers and 896 men, pulled out of *“ampa 
and yesterday at 2 o’clock the First Dis- 
trict of Columbia volunteer regiment, con- 
sisting of thirty-six officers and 317 men, 
in command of Colonel George H. Harries, 
left the same place. 

On June 2th a vessel left with 930 men 
aboard, comprising recruits to fill a num- 
ber of the existing regiments now iu Cuba 
to their maximum strength provided by 
law. The vesseis are to assemble at Key 
West, where a naval convoy will escort 
them to Shafter’s relief.

TORNADOE'S PATH 


Terrific Storm in New Hampshire De- 
streys Life and Property. 


THREE PERSONS DROWNED 


Twenty Cottages and Number of Ho- 
tels Are Torn to Pieces. ~- 


FOUR LIVES WERE LOST ON LAND 


Trees Are Twisted Off, Barns and Live 
Stock Blown About and Great 
Damage Wrought by Storm. 


Hampton, N. H., July 4.—A tornado 


struck -a section of Hampton Beach this 
afternoon, causing immense damage to 
beach p§operty and great loss of life. 
Cottages were blown flat, horses were 
picked up bodily and dashed against build- 
ings, vehicles carried many feet, barns un- 
roofed, large trees snapped off at their 
roots, while others were torn up bodily. 
The tornado touched the beach at a place 
about half a mile north of Whittier’s Ho- 
tel, and cut a swath 100 yards wide in a 
westerly direction, moving in rotary shape 
until it passed out to sea. Twenty cottages 
were torn down and several small hotels 


completely wrecked. 
The greatest loss of life was connected 


with the demolition of the old sKating rink 
near Levitts. Here from 175 to 250 persons 
were seriously injured, an unknown number 
slightly wounded and seven persons are al- 


ready dead. 

A yacht owned by Captain Frank Mudd, 
of this place, was sailing off the beach and 
was in the path of the siomn.

Dixie’s Love for the Flag.

BARBED WIRE A POOR DEFENSE. 


General C. A. ‘Evans Says That It 
Would Not Stop Infantry. 


The Spanish wasted their time when 
they were building barbed wire fences. 
At least, the wires @o not seem to have 
given the American soldiers any trouble. 
The wires may have kept the Cuban insur- 
gents in check, but military authorities say 
that a force. of infantry would hardly pause 
a minute because of the barbed wire ob- 
structions which the Spanish placed around 
their blockhouses and along their trochas. 

“A body of infantry would sweep away a 
barbed wire fence like so much brush,” said 
General C,, A. Evans, the other gay. “It 
it is like our barbed wire, and the Span- 
ish are reported to have bought it in the 
United States, the soldiers could cut it to 
pieces in a@ moment with axes or clubs, 
or they could twist it off wit!, their guns 
or they could fall on it ana break it down. 
Cavalry could not go over it, but infantry 
would not be checked a minute in tearing 
it to pieces. Infantry will €° through al- 
most anything. I have seen them break 
through a fence made of stout stakes with 
the ends sharpened and projecting outward. 
There is very little that can check the ad- 
vance of. 10,000 men except a terrific storm 
of shot and@ shell.”’

OF SONS OF VETS 


Business Sessions of Organization Dur- 
Ing Reunion Will Do It. 


SUGGESTED BY JOSEPH PELHAM 


He Thinks the Letters “C. 8. A.” 
Should Be Preserved. 
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THE “CONFEDERATE SONS ASSOCIATION’ 


Is Selected as the Proper Name, and 
Sons Will Go Under These Initials 
at 1899 Reunion. 


— 


ROBABLY the most important busi- 

mess that wll come before the ses- 

sion of the Sons of Confederate Vet- 
erans in the sessions to be held here dur- 
ing the reunion will be the proposed change 
in the name of the organization. 

Mr. Joseph Pelham, of Atlanta, who is 
a member of Commander-in-Chief Smyth's 
staff and in charge of the Sons of Veter- 
ans’ headquarters here, will make the sug- 
gestion for the change of name. He has 
been at work on his project for some time 
and has obtained a large following and it 
is very likely ‘that the name will be 
changed. ; 

Commander-in-Chief Smyth favors the 
change and will support it in the meeting 
of the delegates from the various camps of 


} the Sons of Veterans. The name of the 


organization is now the United Sons of 
Confederate Veterans. Mr. Pelham pro- 
poses to have the name changed to Con- 
federate Sons’ Assodjat’on. 

In support of this change Mr. Pelham 
says that the prime object is to preserve 
the letters that are inseparable with the 
southern confederacy, C. S. A. being an 
adbrev:ation for the Confederate States of 
America. The flags carried by the soldiers, 
for the confederacy, the buttons worn on 
the clothes, the belt buckles, the arms and 
every part of the equipment was identified 
by “C. S$. A.,”” and now since the organiza- 
tion of associations which have grown out 
of the war, it seems but fitting, the sup- 
porters of this suggestion say, that the 
C. S. A., as far as possible, should be pre- 
served. 

It is In keeping with the spirit of the or- 
ganization and will be a very great im- 
provement, as the grandsons of the vet- 
erans will be as eligible to membership 
into the organization as the sons of veter- 
ans. The organ‘zation can continue to 
Srow and increase as the progeny of the 
veterans increase, until the organization 
has members in every state in the union. 

Mr. Pelham, in speaking of the change he 
proposed, said yesterday: 

“I think there will be no trouble in get- 
ting the members of the camps to see the 
wisdom of the change of name. As the 
name of our organization now stands, the 
first two initial letters of the mame are 
“U.”’ ang “8S.” This is in direct opposition 
to the spirit and meaning of the organiza- 
tion and we wish, since it ‘s a confederate 
association, to maintain as many sugges- 
tions of the existence of the confederacy as 
possible. It will, therefore, be plain, that 
if the initial letters of our association can 
carry with it the initial letters of the late 
confederacy, t will be much more appro- 
priate and in keeping with the spirit of the 
organizat‘on. 

“I have received assunMirces from a large 
number of Sons of Veterans who think the 


change would be a good one and there is: 


really no serious objection to it, that °I 
have heard. I think the name of the or- 
ganization will be changed.” 

For some time an effort has been made 
to change the name of the United Confed-. 
erate Veterans’ Association to the Confed- 
erate Survivors’ Association, but this has 
never been carried out, owing to violent 
opposition that has sprung up against it. 

If the name was thus changed it would 
also carry with it the unitial letters of 
the ¢onfederacy and would give still more 
interest to the meaning of the three letters,
